1. On 22 August I962 tH 

(A) met AEKILO/2 at I915 hours at the Dodge House, 20 E St., N, W., Washington, 
D. C*, for the purpose of debriefing him on matters of interest to the 
Latvian desk. Folloving dinner at the Hotel Conanodore, the debriefing vas 
held in Room 70^ of the Dodge House.
